Jr. Speaker, ait Gentlemen of the 

House of Representatives, —— 

The Senate concur in your resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee, to wait on His Excel- 
lency the Governor, and infróm him that a quorum of 
the two houses js assembled, and ready to receive any 
communications he may have to make. ‘The Senate 
have appointed Mr. Brown, and Mr. Lowry, to be 
the said committee on their part. 

Mr. Edwards from the joint committee appointed 
to wait on His Excellency the Governor, and make 
known to him, that a quorum of the two houses was 
assembled, and ready to receive-any communication 
he might think proper to make to them, did this day 
discharge that duty ; when the Governor informed the 
committee, that he would at12 o'clock. this day make 
a communication to tlie two houses of the General As- 
sembly. i " 

A communication in writing was then received from 
the Governor ofthe State, by Mr. Secretary Graham, 
who delivered in the same at the Speaker’s table, and 
withdrew ; The said communication was read, and 
is as follows - 

Gentlemen of he Senate, and 


of the House of Representatives : 


The inconvenience which many of you must’ feel in 
being called from your homes and your private avo- 
cations, atthis particular period,adds to my regret, 
that extraordinary circumstances have induced me to 
require your coming together. e 

Before the adjournment of your last session, the ex- 
egenries of the country had assumed such a shape, as 
to justify the measures then taken, jn modifying the 
‘Jaws existing for the enforcement of individual con- 
tracts; but, since that period the true situation of af- 
fairs in the connexion between the debtor and credi- 
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= 
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tor part of our citizens hasi been tapre fülly developed, 
and more generally understood. Taircountry abound- 
ing in all the*means of acquiring, and-isecuring wealth 
and competence, and af a time when ‘industry and eco- 
nomy-are begining to mark the character of the people, 
more than atany other tormer day, we aré called upon 
to witness scenes of general pressure unexampled in 
"the history of our government, » ` 
This state of things has been the result of a variety 
ef causes, some of which still continue to operate, and 
which it will be important to understand, others have 
now passed away, and left us to regret their effepts and 
to profit, if possible, by the lessons they have taught, 
The restoration of peace at the close of the late glo- 
rious aud ever memorable war with Great Britain, 
found the American people confirmed in every politi- 
wal blessings, and confident in, their capacity, for. 
achieviug whatever might be conceived necessary to 
the attainment of national glory or operative in the 
schemes of private ‘ambition or personal aggrandise- 
ment. ‘This coi fidence carried itself into all the ope- 
ratious and arrangements of domestic and commercial 
life, and the citizens of Tennessee, who had sustained 
80 conspicuous a part in perpetrating the blessings of 
that government, established by the energies and wis- 
dom of their fathers, have not been exempt from these 
effects, and have indulged themselves in views of ex- 
travagance, encouraged by the existing state of feeling, 
and authorized by the circumstances by which they 
were then surrounded, A profusion of paper answer- 
ing all the purposes of a circulating medium was issued 
by the banks. and every aiticle of property had -as- 
sumed 4n ideal value, which admitted of no standard 
measure by which it'could safely be compared ; the 
reward of labour was enhanced to an inordinate de- 
gree, and the facilities with which money coukl.be ob- 
tained, led men of the most prudent habits of calcula- 
tion to impose terms upon themselves with their own 
Anowledge fram past experience did not approve, and’ 
a 
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* which, from the ear oe of ordinary industry 
_ they have been wholly unable to meet - 

“In justice.to themselves and in the exéfcise of the 
plainest obligations of good faith, the banks of the 
country have been induced to diminish and restrain 
their issues far below the quantity which the habits of 
society had made necessary in the most limited. trans- 
actions of life, whilst the foreign demand for dur sta- 
ple articles of domestic product has borne no reason- 
able proportion to the great excess to which we have 
gone in the use of foreign fabric. The effects of this 
unnatural dispreportion have not been confined to any 
one state, ersection of the country, but have in a very 
sensible degree been felt in the treasury department of 
the. general grovernment, where, from official informa- 
tion welearn, that a defecit of five millions of dollars 
exist at the present day. A teniporary relief from the 
public inconvenieuce arising out of such a state of 
things has been sought ina recourse to loans, but in the 
prescnt disordered state of our commercial connexions, 
and in the reasonable expectation of a still greater de- 
fecit at the end of the present year, we can cen- 
fidently expect permanent relief from no other 
source than the patient energies of a virtuous peo- 
ple. A system of internal revenue may become neces» 
sary to thé support of the general government, and 
under the operation of such a system, the present dis- 
tresses of the debtor class, would be increased ina 
ratio proportioned to the sum drawn from the state.— 
The patriotism of our citizens will always rise superior 
to the weight of public neressity, and with whatever 
feeling they may deplore the causes which led to-na- 
tional or individual embarrassment, they will-never- 
theless submit to any measures of redress which a 
just and humane policy may require. . 2n °
